Interesting Account of Surprisingly 


Low Cost of Constructing Stretch 


of Road in Missouri. 


The cost of good roads depends -up- 


on so many things that it rarely can 
be estimated with accuracy in ad- 
vance of a minute examination of the 
localities the roads are to traverse 
There may be heavy'grading to do, or, 
rif the course of the proposed road IB 
"level as a barn floor," it may be nec- 
•essary to spend considerable money 
in transporting from a distance the 
material needed for surfacing. Some- 
times, with absolute honesty on the 
part of contractors, and strictest econ- 
omy.^fae cosl^of constructing a given 
piece of roadway provokes astonished 
comment because it is so great, says 
Milwaukee Evening Wisconsin. Some-

lion motor vehicles in use throughout 
the country.

About 50 000 motor trucks 


are now in use. The revenues received 
in the various states from the registra 
tions of these motor vehicles amount 
to more than twelve and a half million 
dollars annually. 


The greater share of this revenue is 


being used for road improvement pur- 
poses, and provides a splendid fund 
from which great progress should be 
made in the construction of permanent 
highways. 


With the efficient and economical 


age of these new funds there is no rea- 
son why America should not take first 
ranli in road building operations for 
some time to come.—Farmers' Review

And, had the parts been availa- 
ble, there was not present a mechan- 
ician competent to assemble it. 


The fabulous report may have aris- 


en from the fact that there was a 
pathetic little machine operated by 
Senators Crane and Smoot. But on- 
ly a superheated imagination could 
have dignified as a steam roller what 
was about as impressive and effective 
as a peanut roaster. One of the Pro- 
gressive leaders remarked that the 
experience of being run over by the 
1912 steam roller would be a pleas- 
ant memory compared to the irrita- 
tion of being hit by the 191C, "tin 
Lizzie."v 


Bossism—there is another word 


misused concerning this gathering. 
The only semblance of bossing was 
the activity of the gum-shoed, whis- 
pering Mr. Crane, and the Insinuat- 
ing, obsequious Mr. Smoot, who tip- 
toed about the backstairs- precincts 
"of the convention In oleaginous in- 
dustry. It would be an extravagant 
compliment to say that 'they drove 
or led the assemblage in any appre1 
ciable degree. Their privilege of fti-

Barnes had been defeated as a 


State 'leader before the convention 
assembled, and he was a figure of in- 
terest only because the eclipse of 
power was'Visible. -Alter the>naming 
of the ^presidential -candidate, the 
New York'dedegation deposed Barnes 
and unanimously elected one of his 
chief eneinles national committeeman 


Penrose, altho he had regained the 


national committee seat which he lost 
in 1912, was present with a divided 
delegation, and at no time was recog- 
nized -as a leader with whose power 
the convention would have to reckon. 
On all Important questions, from 
start to finish, his advice 'Was ignor- 
ed; land -a deliberate slight'was put 
upon him when' the conference com- 
mittee to mee^the Progressives was 
named not only without-Ms being "& 
member, but'without^his-"being con- 
Eulted as to the personnel.

Buckwheat is*at present grown in 


this country almost wholly in the 
States east of the Mississippi River 
und north of the cotton belt. About 
seven-tenths of the crop is sown in 
the two States, New York and Penn- 
sylvania, but it Is important In ser- 
eral other States, principal among 
which are "Michigan, West Virginia 
Virginia, Wisconsin, arid 'Ohio. In the 
falore'riorthern-States buckwheat can 
be sown over practically the entire 
area without reference to elevation 
but farther 'south it Is cbrffinedTd th& 
uplands 'and mountainous sectibns. 


Buckwheat -should be sown on'land 


prepared as for corn. It is an excel- 
lent crop to sdw where corn has been 
planted but where a-stand ,has not 
been secured. Best results are ob- 
tained where the land is plowed early 
and is well prepared, but fairly good 
results can be obtained by sowing 
immediately after plowing and har- 
rowing. 


Buckwheat 
should generally be 


seeded -at the rate of 3 or 4 pecks per 
acre.

A Cool- Weather Crop 


Buckwheat is very sensitive to cold 


and is killed by the first heavy frost. 
It fills best in cool weather, however, 
and so the sowings are deferred to 
allow only time for the cjop to ma- 
ture before frost occurs. 
Under the 


most favorable conditions a buck- 
wheat crop will mature in 10 weeks, 
but the average time is about 12 
weeks. When seeded the last week 
in June or first week in July in New
